Be- 
fore the suspension of the bank men 
could be found who had ever been as- 
sisted by me and whose professions ol 
everlasting friendship and gratitude 
were poured forth in unmeasured prodi- 
gality. Strange to say these men (not 
all thank God) though hurt the least 
howl loudest. Many of them are only

On April 26th, 1879, B. H. Crocker 


came to me and stated that he had en- 
dorsed a note for parties in Virginia 
City and that the makers were insolvent 
and he would be called upon to pay it; 
that hu was willing to pay it but was 
not then able and leared tbe holders of 
the note (Wells, Fargo & Co.) wonld 
push him. In order to prevent it he 
offered to give me a mortgage on his 
two ranches and a bill of sole of all his 
personal property. I told him that a 
mortgage or bill of sale without eonsid 
eracion would be void iu law, and if sui! 
was brought by Wells, Fargo & Co. I 
should be obliged to admit that no 
jreater consideration was given than 
what he might owe us at time snit was 
brought, and that the balance could be 
attached or garnisbeed in our hands. 
He then asked me to suggest a plan to 
accomplish the purpose. 
I answe'ed 


there was no way except to make him a 
bona flde loan on the ranches. He said 
be was not ready to pay Wells, Fargo & 
Co. yet, and he did not wish to pay in- 
terest on so large a sum as $15,000, tbe 
amount necessary to name in the mort- 
gage, and take oar regular certificate of 
deposit for the amount, and should 
only pay interest from the time the cer- 
tificate was presented for payment. The 
mortgage was made and the certificate 
ssned. BuKulor entries were made of 
he transaction on the books of the 
tank and are there to be seen to-day. 
At the time of making the mortgage 
Crocker was actually indebted to the 
Bank in the sum of $3,838, for which 
we held a note made-by Crutcher and 
Glen for $10,000, payable Outober, 1880, 
n money or cattle nt $25 per head, 
which note we valued at u!>ont $8,000.

won't do to say no consideration was 
given for the mortgage. Tbe certificate 
of deposit was duly issued aud deliv- 
ered to Crocker, and is now either in 
the bauds of the heirs or the surviving 
partner, unless it has been transferred 
since June 24th, 1880, and is a valid 
claim against the Bauk and is scheduled j 
among the liabilities. I bave never seen 
it since the day it was delivered to 
Crocker. It has not been, surrendered 
in payment of tbe mortgage, neither has 
it been mentioned to the appraisers or 
turned over to the executors with tbe 
other assets ot the estate. Why it bos 
not the public can plainly see. My 
pledging these securities for the benefit 
of the Bank did not injure the Crocker 
estate or any other person. 
Whenever 


the estate pays the Bank the amount of 
money actually due it and surrenders 
the certificate of deposit, the mortgage 
will be satisfied and tbe Crutcher & 
Glen note will be delivered to the exe- 
cutors. Whatever crookedness is man- 
ifested in this transaction originated on 
the part of those who now eluiui to be 
injAred, and their subsequent acts tend 
to Know that the crookedness WHS to be 
persisted in. 
If ttu> Bank had not 


failed the public perhaps would not 
have been enlightened OB this subject. 


The many articles in the Gazette bave 


been so manifestly unfair that I do uot 
intend to notice them here, except to 
brand them as felse and malicious, par- 
ticularly the article 6f date July 10th, 
entitled "Midnight Banking," eveiy 
word of which is a lie.
